Response to Applicant's election 
The reply filed on April 17, 2001 (Paper No. 6) is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Though it appears that Applicants 
have elected a specific combination of nucleic acids, it is not definite what the elected SEQ ED 
Numbers are. Applicants state in their response that they elect the first one hundred SEQ ID 
Numbers. This election, however, is not fully responsive because the first one hundred SEQ ID 
Numbers would be subject to change in course of prosecution (i.e., if some of the SEQ ID 
Numbers are cancelled during prosecution, then the first one hundred SEQ ID Numbers would 
include new SEQ ID Numbers which were not previously included. Therefore, Applicants' 
response is considered non-responsive. A proper response should specifically recite, on the 
record, all one hundred SEQ ID numbers that are elected. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above- 
mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) 
DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD
